INTERMEDIATE 

SIZES X-Small (Small, Medium, 
Large, XL, 2X, 3X) 

MATERIALS 

4 (5, 5, 6, 6, 7, 7) balls Filatura Di 
Crosa GIOIELLO 30% extrafine 
merino wool, 30% kid mohair, 20% 
nylon, 10% cotton, 10% acrylic 
(1.75oz/50g; 220yds/200m) in color 
#10 starry night 

One size 4 (3.5mm) circular needle, 
32780cm long OR SIZE TO OBTAIN 
GAUGE 

One size 5 (3.75mm) circular needle, 
32780cm long 

One size 6 (4mm) circular needle, 
32780cm long 

One size 7 (4.5mm) circular needle, 
32780cm long 

One size 8 (5mm) circular needle, 
32780cm long 

Crochet hook size E-4 (3.5mm) for 
edging 

Stitch holders 
Stitch markers 
Yarn needle 
Six 14713mm buttons 



KNITTED MEASUREMENTS 
Bust 34 (36, 38, 40, 42, 44, 46)7 
86.5 (91.5, 96.5, 101.5, 106.5, 112, 117) cm 
Length 21% (21%, 22%, 22%, 23%, 23%, 24)7 
54 (54, 57, 57, 59, 59, 61) cm 

GAUGE 

22 sts and 28 rows = 4710 cm in Stockinette stitch 
with size 4 (3.5mm) needle 

TAKE TIME TO CHECK GAUGE 
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SPECIAL TECHNIQUES 

K2tog Knit 2 together (dec) - Knit 2 sts together 

through the front loops. 

Three-needle bind off Seaming 2 pieces together as 
you bind off - Place the sts of pieces to be joined on 
separate needles, (or each end of a circular needle), 
held one behind the other, with right sides facing each 
other, in left hand; with a third needle, (the same size 
or 1 size larger than used for knitting the pieces), k2tog 
[one from the front needle, one from the back needle 
- one st on right-hand needle], * K2tog [two sts on right- 
hand needle], bind off one st in usual manner; rep from 
* to end. For a decorative seam on right side, work with 
wrong sides facing each other. 

PATTERN STITCHES 

Stockinette stitch (St st) Knit on RS, purl on WS. 
Lattice stitch (multiple of 2 sts) 

Row 1 K1, * yo, k2tog; rep from * to last st, kl. 

Repeat Row 1 for Lattice stitch. 

NOTES The Back is worked side-to-side as two sepa¬ 
rate pieces and then joined in the center. 

The Left and Right Front are also worked side-to-side. 
Sleeves are worked from the bottom up. All pieces are 
worked back and forth. Circular needles are used to 
accommodate large number of sts for Bottom Edge. 

BACK (make 2) 

Using size 4 (3.5mm) needle, cast on 90 (90, 96, 96, 
100, 100, 104) sts. 

(RS) Begin St st; work even until piece measures 814 
(9, 9'A, 10 , 1014, 11 , IIY 2 )” from beginning. 

Place all sts on a holder. 

LEFT FRONT 

Using size 4 (3.5mm) needle, cast on 90 (90, 96, 96, 
100, 100, 104) sts. 

(RS) Begin St st; work even until piece measures 514 (6, 

6, 614, 7, 7, 714)” from beginning, end with a WS row. 

Shape Neck 

(RS) Bind off 3 sts at beginning of next 4 (4, 5, 5, 5, 5, 
6) RS rows, then 2 sts at beginning of next 6 (6, 7, 7, 

7, 7, 8) RS rows - 66 (66, 67, 67, 71, 71 , 70) sts. 

Work 2 rows even. Bind off all sts. 

RIGHT FRONT 

Work as for LEFT FRONT, reversing all shaping. 

SLEEVES 

Using size 8 (5mm) needle, cast on 58 (64, 70, 76, 

82, 88 , 94) sts. 

(RS) Begin Lattice stitch; work 6 rows. 


(RS) Change to size 7 (4.5mm) needle; work 4 rows 
in Lattice stitch. 

(RS) Change to St st; work 4 rows. 

(RS) Change to size 6 (4mm) needle; work 6 rows in St st. 
(RS) Change to size 5 (3.75mm) needle; work 6 
rows in St st. 

(RS) Change to size 4 (3.5mm) needle; work even in 
St st until piece measures 614 ( 7 , 7, 714 , 8, 814 , 814 )” 
from beginning of St st, end with a WS row. 

Shape Sleeve 

(RS) Continuing in St st, inc 1 st each side every 4th 
row 8 times, then every other row 4 times - 82 ( 88 , 

94, 100, 106, 112, 118) sts. 

Place all sts on a holder. 

FINISHING 

Join the center BACK seam using the 3-needle bind 
off with the WS’s facing each other. This will create a 
decorative center seam that shows on the outside of 
the garment. Sew shoulder seams. 

With RS facing and size 4 (3.5mm) needle, pick up 
and knit 41 (44, 47, 50, 53, 56, 59) sts along Armhole 
edge of BACK up to shoulder seam, then pick up and 
knit another 41 (44, 47, 50, 53, 56, 59) sts from shoul¬ 
der seam along Armhole edge of RIGHT FRONT. Join 
Sleeve to Body using the 3-needle bind off with the 
WS’s facing each other. Repeat for Left Sleeve. Sew 
side and Sleeve seams. 

Bottom Edge 

With RS facing, starting at LEFT FRONT using size 4 
(3.5mm) needle, pick up and knit 186 (198, 208, 220, 
230, 242, 252) sts around entire bottom edge of cardi¬ 
gan, ending at RIGHT FRONT. 

(WS) Begin St st; work 5 rows. 

(RS) Change to size 5 (3.75mm) needle; work 6 
rows in St st. 

(RS) Change to size 6 (4mm) needle; work 6 rows in St st. 
(RS) Change to size 7 (4.5mm) needle; work 4 
rows in St st. 

(RS) Change to Lattice stitch; work 6 rows. 

(RS) Change to size 8 (5mm) needle; work 6 rows in 
Lattice stitch. 

(RS) Knit 1 row. 

(WS) Bind off all sts loosely knitwise. 

Front and Neck Edging 

Place markers for 6 button loops along Right Front edge. 
With RS facing, starting at bottom edge of Right Front 
and using crochet hook, * hdc to marker, ch 3 for 
button loop; rep from * 5 more times, continue to hdc 
around neck and down Left Front. Fasten off. 

Weave in ends. Sew on buttons opposite button 
loops.
